barassments, and thus enable them 
to get out of town and to find a 
fuothold abroad. There are many 
clerks who would be pleased to 
join a society, which migh be in. 
strumental in providiwg a respec'- 
able snm in ready cash as a start 
in a vew fiela of activity. By 
banding together the clerks and 
other employes it would bi come 
au immeuvse power for good. Let 
a movement be planned which 
will insure aid in case of distress, 
and we doubt not that a strong 
_ organization will be formed. 


The admission by Commissioner 
Webb that in seleciiug the noto- 
riety-seeking crank, J. M. Grego- 
ry, for “advisory” school trustee,

District, in favor of mixed echools 
was frustrated. With an adviso- 
ry schovl board made up of open 
advocates of mixed schvols like 
Gregory and Dr, Purvis, and with 
Conimissioner Edmonds tavoring 
mixed echools, it is alarmingly 
possidle that a similar attempt 
might succeed —Evening Star. 

We think that our contempora- 
ry, the Evening Star, had no cause 
to call Prof. Gregory a “‘notoriety 
seeking crank.” Prof. Gregory 
is not One to seek notoriety, to the 
cortrary he is a very. modest man 
and oue highly educated. We 
helieve that Commissiouer Webb 
is doing the best thing for the 
schools, in appointing men who 
huve ability. Trustee Smith, 
made a good school officer and no 
one regretted his resignation more 
than those who are interested In 
the progress of the schools, and 
the appointment of Prof. Gregory 
co succeed him is entirely eatisfac- 
tory to the people. The Daily 
Post is in error when it asserts 
that the people sre opposed to 
Prof. Gregory’s appointment. The 
public would have made no objec- 
tion had the Post and Star re- 
maioed quiet and not pretended 
that public opinion condemued 
the appointment. We do not be- 
lieve that Prot Gregory and Dr. 
Purvis will attempt to force the 
mixed school question. Wedon’t 
believe if Mr. Noyes knew Prof 
Gregory personally, he would ever 


icall bim a “noionety seeking

OLIVER ©. BLACK’S STORY OF HIS

‘ THE LOGAN BILL. 


THE CONDITION OF THE COLORED 
PEOPLE TO BE INQUIRED INTO. 


The following bill to inquire into the 
condition of the southern coiored people, 
was introduced in the Senate January 5th. 
There is some hopes of the bill being re. 
ported favorably from the committee per- 
haps with a few changes. 


A BILL. 


Creating a commission whose duty it 
shall be to inquire into and report upop 
the material, industrial, and intelectual 
progress made by the colored people of 
this country since eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, and making appropriations 
for the same. 

Whereas the institution of slavery was 
bequathed to the Republic by the Amer- 
ican Colonies, and seven millions of our 
fellow-citizens are, in great part, repre- 
senatives of that institation; 


Whéreas an exhibit of the material 
development, industrial perseverence, 
and intelectus! elevation of these said 
millions would have an enobling effect 
upon them, as well as disabuse the minds 
of many of prejudicial sentiments toward 
them; and 

Whereas America is too greatin power 
to be unjust 21d too grand in principle 
to be unkind eyen to her humblest cit- 
izens, but proudly boasts of her enviable 
renown throughout the world as the 
heritage and home ofnhe untrammied 
millions within her borders: Therefore, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Represenatives of the Uninted States of 
America in Congress assembled, 

That five competent persons be appoin- 
ted by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, a com- 
mission whose duty it shall be to inquire 
into and report upon the material, indus- 
trial, and intelectua) progress made by the 
colored people of this country since eigh- 
teen handred and Sixty five, their pres- 
ent status in these respective spheres, and 
all other information obtainable of that 
race’s permanent advancement since 
that period. 

See. 2. That the said commission sub. 
mit its report to the President of the 
United St ates, who shall communicate 
the same to Congress, with any recom- 
mendation he may think proper to make 
in relation thereto. 

Sec. 3. That whatever sum of monev 
may be required to carry out the provis- 
ions of this act is hereby appropriated, out 
of any money in the United States Treas- 
ury not other-wise appropriated, for that 
purpose.

WESTERN EMIGRATION. 


REV. LAW'S GOOD ADVICE. THE NE- 
GROES BADLY TREATED &c, 


Kditor of the Bge: 

In treating 
upon the necessity of Western em- 
igration, we consider the move- 
ment sincerely a reul necessity. 
Nut that the colored citizens are 
too good to stuy in the south, not 
that the western section is better a- 
dapted, nor that the easteru section 
is more acceptable; but it is that if 
the ruling element of the south, 
which are the white citizens, is 


“guilty as chaiged, of committing 


gross outrages on the colored cit- 
izens, because they are colored, 
because they are republicans aud 
because they are tree, then the 
whites of the soutb, are either too 
mean, or not good enough for the 
colored to live among. In view 
of which, [ shall insist, that emi- 
gration is not only justifiable, but 
that it ought to be encouraged by 
every hovorable method. 

I do not beleive in colonization 
to lower Calitornia. It however the 


whites are not guilty as reported 


from time to time by leading rep- 
resentative colored men frum the 
south, of urjustitiable tocal and 
sectional violence then the color- 
ed should cease to desert their na- 
tive and a more congenial section 
for another without just cause. 
Let them contend for real man- 
hood and national representation, 
because it is Divinely ordained, 
and nationally sanctioned and ac- 
knowledged. Let them adhere 
to and advocate the principles of 
the repudlican party upon national 
issues, once and for all times; be- 
cuuee it is the party through which 
leased to free tie color- 
ed race. But on local issues, jet 
each citizen vote to suit himself 
and for the good of h's family; let 
him be lord of his own household, 

In the democratic ranks, there 
are very many men better than 
the party, and in the repub'ican 
runks, there are very many men 
worse the party. So let each 
citizen be the best judge of his lo- 
cal interes!s, but in ali cases fol- 
low worthy leaders in nitioral af- 
fairs, who wi.l not be taitors fo: 


money, nor the mere promise of 


petty office. ‘here is no time, 
when there is no need, to lead 
great sections of ci'izens from one 
ccmmuuity into anot: er for light 
or selfish cause ; tor these people 
need to be trained politically how 
to fight political batiles, because 
this is a representative govern 
ment, and each citizen, from the 
vagrant under 90 days sen'ence, 
t» the president of the United 
States, is aking. In each close 
contest, the single ballot in the 
hands of any citizen, decides wh. 
shall rule a nation of 60,000,000 
of people. For thec lored peuple 
properly trained, do not need any 
more colonization than they now 
have. For in the south in eeveral 
of the states, they are in the ma- 


jority, and in all of the rest, 


bold the largest kinds of minorities 
or balance of power 
If after having done our duty, 
this constitutional and lawful pow- 
er is protested against by the whites 
ever to violence, and all «ppeals 
hy the colored represen‘atives to 
tve rearon and common eense of 
the whites, fail to prove efi«ctive. 
Then let us ivsist on emigration 
into other sections and redaction 
of congres-ionul representation of 
this section, under the lawful pro 
portionate bill of oational quota 
to representation. Let us discuss 
these questious in time of peace, 
and we will be educated when the 
time comes for political war. Let 
us discuss measures that are great 
for the good of our own race, and 
then we will mever act sma!! in al- 
lowing of ourselves to be deceived 
by another against our greatest 
and best interests. 
- The facts which stand foremost 
and most prominent in the coudi- 
tion of affairs in the south, ace rd- 
ing tothe representations of the 
most of their leading meu, are 
these: three fifths of the col- 
ored vote are cast for the democrat- 
ic party against their will and 
principle from threats and intimi- 
dation, or are not cast at all. Shouid, 
upon careful examination, the col- 
ored find that the constant 
complaints of ihe colured citizens 
are just, they should prese first the 
migra'ion scheme, and then the 
reduction of representation in con- 
gress, of the self constituted rep- 
resentation to national representa- 
tion without the vote and co:sent 
of the governed. That instead of 
152 congressmen from the south, 


let that section bave according to 
their actual population, the true 
basis of representation, and ti 


tainly betore they will consent to 
lose 80 votes in congress, they wil! 
conseat to a fair vote, count, and 
representation of each voter. 

is course is common sense, 
humane, constitutional and natio- 
nal, and too, it is a constitutional 
law, which provides equality of 
sections, of states, and of individu- 
als. It is a law which affords pro- 
tection to American cit zeus in 
other lands, and surely it can pro- 
tect us who are at home.
